Think about the people with whom 
he must come in contact, the chil- 
dren he plays with and his enter- 
tainment to discover any overstimu- 
lation there. Examine his whole be- 
ing, physical and mental for hidden 
causes. The wakefulness will not 
be cured until the cause is found 
and removed. Be assured he won't

season for ducks, geese, coots and 
jacksnipe had been extended to 60 
days this year from thc 45-day limit 
of last season. 


Announcing the annual regula- 


tion fof shooting migratory water- 
fowl, the secretary said that the ex- 
tension was made possible by an in- 
crease in the population of these 
birds.
